in, among other patents, U.S. 6, 032 , 214 . The '214 patent is a 
grandparent of the instant application. Explicit reference to these 
documents is made on pages 2-4 of the Defendents' AMENDED PRIOR ART 
NOTICE PURSUANT TO 35 U.S.C. §282 (hereinafter "PRIOR ART NOTICE" ) . A 
copy of the PRIOR ART NOTICE is enclosed herewith. 

Furthermore, the construction or interpretation of a number of 
terms have recently been considered in a Markman opinion issued in the 
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above-mentioned litigation. A number of claims pending in the instant 
application incorporate or incorporated some of these terms including, 
for example, the terms "block size", "read request", "write request", 
and "bus" . The terms "read request" and "write request" are no longer 
found in the pending claims (as amended) . The term "bus" has been 
deleted from some of the pending claims (as amended) . A discussion of 
"block size" may be found on pages 41-47 of the Markman opinion, and a 
discussion of "bus" may be found on pages 17-41 of the Markman opinion. 
By submission of this Markman opinion, Applicants make no statement as 
to the correctness of the constructions set forth therein. Indeed, as 
is apparent from that opinion, the court substantially adopted the 
constructions proposed by Infineon, and not that construction proposed 
by Rambus.
